HIGHLIGHTS 


PANVALET Version 9 is a major release with many new features and new 
concepts. 

PAN#1 offers new commands for increased programmer flexibility. Among 
these are a Delete command and a scan/replace facility that works in con¬ 
junction with a standard update. Also, user sequence numbers are now 
easier to use with the new Resequence command. 

Overall, PAN#1 refinements have added increased usability to already exist¬ 
ing features. The statement change level stamp for COBOL has been expand¬ 
ed to include PL1, FORTRAN, and ASSEMBLER. UPDATE ALL opera¬ 
tions can optionally suppress the level check for easier member replacement.

Underlying the design of PANVALET is a philosophy that recognizes a 
logical distinction between programmer and library management 
functions.

SECURITY ACCESS CONTROL 

Three different levels of access controls may be given to any data set. 
Utilizing access codes from various sources, alone or in combination with 
each other, a user may form a complete security hierarchy. Thus, with 
multi-level access control, PANVALET provides foolproof security with 
management flexibility. 

LIBRARY BACKUP 

PANVALET provides complete and current library backup at all times. 
Backup is fast and offers an unexpected high degree of data protection. If, 
for example, an integrity or hardware error is found, appropriate 
messages are printed and the backup process continues to completion. In 
many cases, only one module will need to be restored in an error condition 
where other library systems would necessitate a complete library 
recreation.
